The passage in I. Tim. v. 24, 25. of which our 
correspondent desires an explanation, reads thus :— 
* Some'men’s sins are open beforehand, going before 
to judgment ; and some men they follow after— 
Likewise also the good works of some are manifest 
beforehand ; and they that are otherwise cannot be 
hid.” 


The translation of this passage as given by Hon. 
Charles Thompson, renders it a little more plain 
without impairing the sense. The sins of some are 
s0. notorious that they go before them to judgment. 
Some indeed they follow. In like manner also the 
good works of some are open and manifest ; and 
such as are otherwise cannot be hid.”” The meaning 
of these verses appears to be this 





The apostle was instructing Timothyy that while 
it was perfectly easy to form a correct decision upon 
the merits of some men’s actions, it was equally dif- 
ficult to judge of the true character of others. And 
while he availed himself of every precaution within 
his reach in determining the merit or demerit of 
those with whom he was associated, and in passing 
sentence according to the direction given in the pre- 
ceding verses, there would occur’ cases in which it 
would be impossible for him to arrive at a correct de- 
cision. The sins of some are so notorious as to lead on 
fo pass sentence of judgment before any formal inqui- 
sition is made : While others are so artfully conceal- 
ed as to baffle every attempt to detect them : yet 
they wall in due time follow after : Thatis, they will, 
in the course of human events, develop their true 
character, for they cannot always be hid. So in like 
manner also the good works of some are open and man- 
ifest: They are seen by all, and shed a beauty anda 
justre around the character of the good man, and 
command the reyerence and esteem of an enlighten- 
ed publick, and afford a luminous example. for the 
imitation of all. Such are indeed an honour to their 
profession, and a blessing to the world.. But those 
that are otherwise, who wrap themselves in the man- 
tle of deception, and put on the appearance of hum- 
ble virtue, cannot always remain in their 'conceal- 
ment. Their hypocrisy will not long screen them 
from the just censure of men: for neither their mo- 
tives, nor the true character of their actions can long 
be hid from the observation of the discerning. 


; In like manner, the virtues of the modest chris- 
an, however secretly performed, will not always re- 





‘main in obscurity, but will in due time receive the 
approbation and blessing of the wise and good. 

The means which are employed by divine wisdom 
for the punishment 6f vice, and the reward of virtue, 
are sure to prove effectual; so that no man can 
practice wickedness with impunity, nor will a virtu- 
ous man be left to complain that piety has failed of 
recewing a rich reward.

We cannot do com- 
plete justice to the subject on this account—but, 
however, it is presumed what is now exhibited, may 
enlighten some minds, and do no harm to any one : 
and also prepare the way to all sincere and candid 
inquirers after divine truth for more élaborate. re. 
search, and enable every one to see for themselves, 
“whether these things are so.” The opposers to

as it expresses, But when the original Greek word 
pan or ta panta is critically examined and fully con- 
sidered with the connexion of all the numerous pas- 
sages, which are’ contended to be understood in a 
restricted sense, it does, in our candid and humble 
opinion, signify, unequivocally and undeniably, the 
whole or every thing considered in that subject—and 
the contrary opinion that it means only a part is both 
untenable and altogether groundless. We are sur- 
prized when we consider what dexterous means are 
and have been used, to dupe the people to believe 
in eternal misery. But we would inform our oppos- 
ers. that we can search and judge for ourselves as to 
the truth of their assertions, and the validity of their 
‘* Truth is great and will prevail,” and 


bounded goodness say what they please, they will 
find that the passages which are considered in this 
exposition, and referred to at the close, containing 
the word pan or ta panta, are to be understood in no 
other sense, but in their most unlimited and universal 
acceptation, : 
The first passage we shall notice is recorded in 
St. John xii. 32—where Christ positively declares 
the following—* And I, if I be lifted up from the 
earth will draw (pantas) a// men unto me.” In this 
verse, kind reader, you will not only perceive that 
pantas, meaning ‘‘ all’ is used, but elkuso, “ will 
draw,” is affixed. When Christ says he will do or 
effect any thing, will he not do it ? Most assuredly— 
or else, it would be clear at once, that he had not 
‘all power given him in heaven and in earth.” It 
might, with as much propriety be disputed that 
Christ has not “ all power given him,” as to contend, 
that ‘* he will not draw all men unto him.” Who 
will presume to say and deny pasa exousia, “ all 
power,” being given to Christ? No one. Then, 
we would query, who can deny the testimony of the 
very same person in the other declaration, that “he 
will draw all men unto him.’ Or, what can We 
fairly infer from what is written in 19th verse of the 
28th chap. of St. Matt. where it says in the original 
—matheteusate panta ta elhne, meaning, “and teach 
or disciple al/ nations ?”” Can any person, possessing 
a reflecting mind, suppose in this instance, that 
Christ in giving his commission to the disciples, 
meant only a part of all nations ? if he did not, then it 
is to be understood in its most universal sense. See 
the corresponding passage in St. Mark xvi, 15. 
Further, it is written decidedly in Rom. vy. 12 :-— 
‘* Wherefore, as by one man sin entered into the 
world, and death by sin; and so death passed upon” 
(pantas anthropous) “ all men,” for that, (pantes emar- 
ton) all have sinned.’ Who can, with any propriety, 
advocate and say, that the whole human race are not 
sinners, and that death will not finally be passed upon 
all? Not one. Now let us further consider what is' 
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contained in the 18th verse of this same chapter : 
“Therefore, as by the offence of one, judgment 
came ( pantas anthropous) upon all men to condemna- 
tion : even so, bythe righteousness of one the free 
gift came ( pantas anthropous) upon all men unto jus- 
tification of life.” This passage contains all that can 
be wished to prove the extent of the meaning of pan. 
It is evident and very obvious, that, “ by the offence 
of one, judgment came upon a// men to condemna- 
tion”—and here our opposers admit the conclusion 
in the first part of thiseverse, that, all men without 
distinction are condemned, “ by the offence of one” 
— i. e, all mankind are sinners, like Adam, our origi- 
nal progenitor. But, when the /efter part of the 
verse is to be explained, though fhe same universal 
expression is used in the original, yet, because it fa- 
vours too much the doctrine of universal salvation, 
they then equivocate and contend, that it only means 
all the exxcr believers. Such reasoning in so plain 
a case as this, by our opponents, to say the least, 
does not appear rational, nor scriptural, nor honest. 
What gives unshaken support to the Jatter clause, in 
being understood in as unlimited a sense as the for- 
mer, is, by considering the corresponding conjunc- 
tions—“ therefore as,” and ‘even so.” The verse 
begins, “therefore as,’ and then the apostle informs 
us what the offence of one did—immediately after 
this, he says, ‘‘ even so,” i. e. in like manner—then 
he informs us what the righteousness of one did— 
and it is evident from this consideration that the 
righteousness of one is equal to the offence of one. 
We contend, however, in this verse that Christ’s 
righteousness is vastly superior to Adam’s offence, 
in the sense in which it is mentioned in the 20th 
verse of this chapter—* Where sin abounded, grace 
did much more abound.” It cannot be disputed, if 
revelation be true, and language mean any thing, ac- 
cording to the testimony under consideration, but, 
what Christ’s righteousness will be communicated to 
all men in saying them, as much as by Adam/’s sin- 
ning, all men suffered condemnation from him. Ad- 
am is our universal representative as a sinner, and 
why, we would seriously ask, ts not Christ our uni- 
versal representative as a complete Saviour ? It did 
take but one to make ail sinners, who was Adam, a 
finite being ; therefore, by the same parity of reason- 
ing, it will take but one, Christ, “ who has all power 
given him in heaven and in earth,” to make all righ- 
teous. But says the objector, we do not all believe, 
therefore, Christ will not save all. Answer—we hold 
that all will be made to repent and believe through 
the mediation of Christ—as St. Paul declares, “ For 
there is one God, and one mediator between God 
and men, the man Christ Jesus: who gave himself 
a ransom for all (panton) to be testified in due 
time.” Now we would ask, does any one have to 
believe in Adam in order to make him a sinner? 
Certainly not.. Isaiah predicted of Christ—“ He took 
upon himself the iniquities of us all ; -and by his 
stripes we are healed.” Here is nothing said that 
all must believe prior to salvation being secured to 
us—but says, “ we are healed by him,’ which signifies 
all those whose iniquities he took upon himself, which 
was, “of us all”—not apart. It isnot man’s bare be- 
lief which entitles him to heaven, but, it is God’s will 


and determined purpose to make all happy. The un- 
belief of man does not make void the promises of God, 
nor does the actual belief of man make God fulfil his 
promises. We are informed that “ad/ shall be taught 
of God, and ai/ shail know him from the least to the 
greatest, and to’ know him is eternal life’ Now, 
from these positive declarations of Jehovah, what 
reason can be assigned, that. God never will accom- 
plish what he has sworn he willdo. Wepresume 
to say, not any can be made to Bppear according to 
knowledge and the divine oracles of God. 

The next and last passage to be examined at pres- 
ent, may be found in L. Cor. xv. 22—*“ For as in Ad- 
am (pantes) ail die, even so, in Christ shall ( pantes) 
all be made alive.” 
the Greek word pantes, “ail,” is used in the last 
clause of this verse, as well as in the first. We might 
as well dispute, that a// will not die, or be made sin- 
ners like Adam ; as to advocate that a// will not be 
made alive, or righteous like Christ.

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given, to notice how the prophet Isaiah uses the 
word, when speaking of the Messiah. See chapter 
xiii. 1, 2, 3—** Behold my servant, whom I uphold ; 
mine elect in whom my soul delighteth : I have put 
my spirit upon him ; he shall bring forth judgment 
to the Gentiles——He shall not-cry, nor lift up, nor 
cause his voice to be/heard in the street.’ A bruised 
reed shall he not break, and the smoking flax shall 
he not quench : he shall bring forth judgment unto 
truth. He shall not fail nor be discouraged, till he 
have set judgment in the earth ; and the isles” shall 
wait for his law.” 

This judgment which the Mediator has brought 
forth unto the Gentiles, is that peace which our 
apostle says. was preached to the Ephesians, who 
were far off, but made nigh by the blood of Christ. 
And the prophet clearly expresses this judgment in 
the place from which we have quoted ; sce verses 
6, 7—** I the Lord have called thee inrighteousness, 
and will hold thine hand, and will keep thee, and 
give thee for a covenant of the people, for a light of 
the Gentiles, to open the blind eyes, to bring out the 
prisoners from the prison, and them that sit in dark- 
ness out of the prison house.” Will any one scrious- 
ly contend, that all this means that Christ should 
judge the Gentiles in another world, and there pun- 
ish them according to the sins they had committed 
in this ? Is this bringing the prisoners out of the pris- 
on house, consistent with putting sinners into the 
prison of hell in another world? This would be as 
the. prophet Amos says, turning ‘‘ judgment into 
hemlock.” 

Having presented the hearer with what appears to 
be the meaning of the apostle where he says in our 
text, “ And as it is appointed unto men once to die, 
&c.” for the sake of more light still on the subject, 
we will admit that St. Paul meant, that it is appoint- 
ed unto all men to die a natural death, this being.the 
general sentiment on the passage. But what conse- 
quence would follow ? Answer; a more entire defeat 
of the argument for a punishment in a future state. 
For in this way of understanding the text, the natur- 
al death of all men, both saints and sinners, believers 
and unbelievers, is used as a figure of the death of 
Christ. Notice the words as and so. As it is ap- 
pointed unto men once to die—so Christ was once 
offered to bear the sins of many, &c. And as it has 
been proved, beyond contradiction, that the word 
judgment in the text, means Hoxiness To Tae Jorn, 
so in this way, it would be proved that all men, saints 
and sinners, believers and unbelievers, at death are 
presented holy to God. 

But let it be distinctly understood, that this is not 
allowed to be the true sense of the text. We do not 
feel authorized tox apply our text to a future state, 
but to the gospel dispensation, in which it is declar- 
ed, that “all have sinned and come short of the gilo- 
ry of God ; being justified freely by his grace through 
the redemption that is in Christ Jesus.” _ And which 
dispensation and ministry are designed to quicken 
those who are dead in sins, into newness of life, and 
bring the unreconciled to experimental reconcilia- 
tion to God, until which no man can have that peace 
which is in believing, nor that joy which is in the 
Holy Ghost.
